now adjourned ; We are therefore reſolved to continue the ſaid Adjourn- 


ment, from the ſaid Twenty fifth Day of July inſtant, to the twenty ninth 


day of Auguſt next thereafter ; And that the Members of Our ſaid Parlia- 
ment may not be put to the Trouble and Charges of mecting upon the 
ſaid twenty fifth day of July inſtant - We with Advice and Conſent of 
the Lords of Our Privy Council, have Adjourned, and hereby Adjourns 
Our ſaid current Parliament from the ſaid twenty fifth day of July inſtant, 
to the twenty ninth day of Auguſt next to come; Requiring hereby all the 


Members thereof to attend at Edinburgh the ſaid day, in the uſual manner, 


and under the accuſtomed Certifications by Law appointed. OUR 
WILL IS HEREFORE, and We charge you ſtrictly, and Command, that 


incontinent thir Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, 4 
and to the Mercat-Croſſes of the remanentHead-Burghsof the ſeveral Shires 


and Stewartries within this Our ancient Kingdom, and there in Our Name 
and Authority make publick Intimation, that our ſaid Parliament is Ad- 
journed to the ſaid twenty ninth day of Auguſt next to come. And Or- 
dains thir Preſents to be Printed and Publiſhed.
